What is the remedy for this condi- 


tion? What are some of the necessary steps we must take 
to help the situation? We may not do away entirely with 


Born-Again Experience 
| Needed 


‘The first remedy for gambling 
is a born-again experience. A 
genuine heart change will tend to 
result in a life change. 

Paul said, ‘Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, vhhe is a new 
creature [creation]: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things 
become new’ (II Cor. 5:17). 

A “born againer” is a new per- 
son, a different person, a new 
creation in Christ. The basic need 
to remedy the gambling situation 
is individual; personal regeneration 
by the Spirit of God. 

One is not saved by quitting 
gambling or any other sin, but by 
receiving Christ into one’s heart 
ky faith. It is not reformation but 
regeneration. 

The new birth is “unto good 
works,” as Paul states in Ephe- 
sians, “For we are his workman- 
ship, created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, which God hath be- 
fore ordained that we should walk 
in them” (Eph, 2:10). 

In the two verses preceeding, 
verses 8 and 9, Paul states salva- 
tion is by grace and not good 
works, but Paul states in verse 
10 that the right kind of salva- 
tion, salvation by grace, will result 
in good works and a changed life. 

So, the first step in remedying 
the gambling problem is to get the 
gambler saved. 

‘Good resolutions, pledges, and 
promises to quit aren’t enough. 

Jesus showed how worthless

|gambling, but we can do something about it. 


self-reformation is by a parable. 
He said: 


“‘When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, he walketh through 
dry places, seeking rest, and 
findeth none. Then he saith, I 
will return into my house from 
whence I came out; and when he 
is come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. Then goeth 
he, and taketh with himself seven 
other spirits more wicked than 
himself, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this 
wicket generation.”—Matt. 12:43- 
45. 

When the gambler is regen- 
erated the Holy Spirit comes in 
to dwell and help the believer to 
overcome sin. <A reformed man 
may drive out certain sins, but 
frequently the sin eventually re- 
turns and he is overcome again 
and his last state is worse than 
the first. 

Peter is perhaps speaking of this 
when he said, “But it is happened 
unto them according to the true 
proverb, The dog is turned to his 
own vomit again; and the sow that 
was washed to her wallowing in 
the mire” (II Pet. 2:22). 

From the Bible, then, we learn 
that, “Ye must be born again” to 
have your sins forgiven and to 
overcome sin in your life. As 
children of God the Holy Spirit 
enables and helps us to grow in 
grace and have power to over- 
come gambling or any other sin. 

The believer is expected to live 
differently. Peter said: 

“As obedient children, not 
fashioning your selves according 
to. the former lusts in your ignor- 
ance: But as he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all 
manner of conversation; Because 
it is written, Be ye holy; for I am 
holy. . . . Forasmuch as ye know 
that ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation 
received by tradition from your 
fathers; But with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb with- 
out blemish and without spot.”— 
I Pet. 1:14-16, 18-19.

Paul said, ‘Remember that by the 
space of three years I ceased not 
to warn everyone night and day 
with tears.’ Then he said, “For l 
know this, that after my depart- 
ing shall grievous wolves [some 
of you preachers who are here 
now] enter in among you, not 
sparing the flocks” (Acts 20:29). 
That was in the church of Ephe- 
sus and during the lifetime of 
Paul, . 


You remember that Paul had 
to write from Rome when he was 
a prisoner and about to have his 
head cut off, “Demas hath for- 
saken me” ( II Tim. 4:10). 


You remember that John the 
beloved wrote in one of the Epis- 
tles, ‘‘Diotrephes who loveth to 
have the preeminence among 
them, receiveth us not” (III John 
9). _ 


Paul said, “Alexander the cop- 
persmith did me much evil... 
no man stood with me, but all 
men forsook me” (II Tim, 4:14- 
16). 


A great falling away, sure! It 
has been so in every age. It may 
be .so in some greater measure 
right now than it has been in 
many times. But that does not 
indicate that we cannot have 
great revivals now. Not at all! 


Are We in the Last Days Just 


Before Christ’s Return? 


“But,” somebody says, “Brother 
Rice, we are in the last days.” 


Oh, are we? Yes, I think we 
are. That depends on what you 
mean by “the last. days.” Some- 
body says, “‘Don't you believe that 
we are now just about to the end 
and that Jesus is coming, very, 
very soon?” I do not know how 
soon; the Bible does not say. The 
Bible says, “Behold, I come quick- 
ly.” He is coming quickly, that 
is, with a.great surprise. But 
how soon, no one knows. 


Let me say a plain word here. 
You know, we who are premillen-

Some say, 
“You can tell by Daniel’s pro- 
phecy; just make a day mean a 
year, count up so many Jewish, 
years, and you can find when 
Jesus is coming.” No, you can-| 
not. No, sir! You cannot count, 
from Daniel’s seventieth year and 
make a day mean a year and tell 
about the Second Coming. No-' 
body knows!

The Anglo-Israelites may say,) 
“You can go to the great pyra-' 
mids and make an inch mean a’ 
year and tell when Jesus is com- 
ing.” No, you cannot! Nobody 
knows! 


Somebody else says, “You can 
go to Jerusalem and mark a gen- 
eration from the day of the be- 
ginning of. the nation Israel.’”’| 
(Before that they said a genera- 
tion from the time when General 
Allenby entered Jerusalem in 
1917. Before that they set other 
Gates.) No! No, no! That is 
not the way to tell when Jesus 
is coming. God never intended 
for you to know when he was 
coming. Even Jesus Himself did 
not know while He was here in. 
the flesh when He would return,| 
for He plainly said, “But of that| 
day and hour knoweth no man, 
no, not the angels of heaven, but 
my Father only” (Matt. 24:36), 
Now that He is on the right hand 
of the Father I am _ sure He 
knows, but no man living on this’ 
earth knows, even approximately, 
when. Jesus will return. He may 
come today. ‘Even so, come, | 
Lord Jesus’! It may be a hun- 
dred years, or five hundred years.| 
I do not know! You do not know 
either, and you ought not to say, 
so. How much harm it has done 


—all this foolish preaching out of 


the newspapers instead of out of 


the Bible, all this preaching about 
Mussolini, about Hitler, and about

as Join a New Testament 
Church 


The second step to overcome 
gambling is to join a New Testa- 
ment church. Join a church where 
they believe all the Bible and 
preach Christ crucified, risen, and 
coming again. Groups that be- 
Heve these fundamentals usually 
do not “sell chances,” have “card 
parties,” and ‘run roulette, Bingo 
and lotto games at bazaars.” Be 
sure you are with a group of 
Christians where these practices 
@re labeled as sin. 

In a southern Illinois town two 
churches stand on opposite corners. 
One church stands against worldly 
things and preaches Christ cruci- 
fied, risen and coming again. The 
other Protestant chureh, once an 
active congregation with hun- 
dreds in Sunday School: and 
church, started card parties in ‘the 
basement. The crowds fell off, no 
souls were saved; now they have 
part-time preaching and about 
thirty in Sunday School. The other 
church has just completed a new 
building and their Sunday School 
is growing to near the two hundred 
mark and souls are being saved. 


The end of gambling or of any 


sin is decay and loss. It will 
‘wreck a church or an individual! 

Believers in churches that gam- 
ble to raise money for the support 
of the church, should come out 
from that church. 


The Fullness of the Spirit 
Gives Power for Soul Win- 
ning and Power to Over- 
come Gambling and 
Other Sins 

We should lead every Christian 
te pray for the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit for soul-winning 
power (Luke 11:5-13). One filled 
with the Spirit and winning souls 
will be less tempted to gamble. 

One of the results of the power

of the Holy Spirit is Christlike 
graces of character. All real 
consecration and beauty of charac- 
ter in us is the work of the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit bears 
fruit in us, not we ourselves. 

Paul said, “Now the God of 
hope fill you with all joy and peace 
in believing, that ye may abound 
in hope, through the power of the 
Holy Ghost” (Rom. 15:13), Again, 
“For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy 
Ghost” (Rom. 14:17). 


These graces are not attainable 
by any effort of our own, but are 
the work of the Holy Spirit. The 
fullness of the Holy Spirit gives 
power for soul-winning and con- 
secrated witnessing. 


Training of the Children in 
the Way They Should Go 
Necessary to Overcome 
Gambling 


We should teach the children 
that it is wrong to match pennies, 
buy chances, play the _ pin-ball 
machines, play cards or bet. Begin 
early, because many are learning 
to gamble early. 


We should teach the children to 
obey authority, and that sin is 
always punished. Do not be mis- 
led by the “new psychology” of 
self-expression and the anti-whip- 
ping crowd. Children need peach- 
tree tea! Children need to be 
spanked and made obedient. 

The Bible :says, “Apply thine 
heart unto instruction, and thine 
ears to the words of knowledge. 
Withhold not correction from the 
child; for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not die. Thou 
shalt beat him with the rod, and 
shalt deliver his soul from hell’ 
(Prov. 23:12-14). 

A child who is spanked learns 
to respect authority, learns that 
sin is punishe@ and learns that 
sin does not pay. A child who 
has, as needed, been whipped, 
usually when he hears the gospel 
surrenders and is saved from Hell. 
He knows sin is punished at home, 
and believes God will punish sin, 
too. 

Children also need love and 
companionship. Many children 
feel they are not loved and not 
wanted. By every means you can, 
show your children you love: them 
and want them to be happy in 
life. Train them in the things of 
the: Lord. 

An outstanding New York doc- 
tor states in an article in THIS 
WEEK, on the subject, “Gambling 
Is a Disease,” that gambling can 
be traced back to childhood re- 
bellion against authority. This 


outstanding doctor, Dr. Edmund 
Bergler, said, “As children we are 
all rebels. We may kick Daddy in 
the shins and get smartly spanked 
in return ... The neurotic gambler 
is the little boy who didn’t sur- 
render. He continued to rebel and 
finds in gambling a means of 
carrying on his revolt. There is 
no logic in gambling. It flaunts 
virtues; all the wrong things are 
rewarded.” 


This eminent doctor, quoted by 
the author Philip Harkins, states 
that gamblers come from homes 
where children are not whipped 
and not made to surrender their 
rebellious wills to authority. 

We should set the example be- 
fore the children and should teach 
them and train them. Gambling 
begins early; many times it begins 
in the home. 


Must Learn to Love Work, 
Not Money 


Every reader should teach his 
family to love work as a blessing 
to others and not merely to get 
the product of work, which is 
money. The love of money leads 
to all gambling and all forms of 
evil, 

Paul said, “For the love of 
money is the root of all evil: which 
while some. coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows” (I Tim. 6:10). 
Gambling causes people to love 
money and to covet. Covetousness 
is idolatry. Every form of evil 
comes’ from the love of money. 
Gambling causes people to love 
money. 


Moses said,-“Thou shall not 
covet...” (Exod, 20:17). Gam- 
bling leads to covetousness and 
covetousness' breaks the tenth 
commandment, 


Children should be taught early 
to put God-first in money matters. 
Children should be taught to 
tithe. 

Gambling is selfish and grasp- 
ing. Children should be taught to 
think of money as a means of 
doing good when dedicated to 
God 


Think of the good that 16 billion 
dollars (which is the total amount 
spent yearly on all forms of 
gambling) would do if used right- 
ly. What would 16 billions do in 
a purely secular line? Do you 
need a new hospital in your 
county? Well, with 2 billion of 
the 16 billion, a $300,000 hospital 
could be built in each of the 3,000 
counties of the United States. 
Another 2 billion would build a 
new $300,000 high school in every 
county in America. Still another 
2 billion would build a new Junior 
College in every county. There 
is an acute housing shortage in 
our land right now and we could 
build two hundred new homes in 
every county in the United States, 
costing $10,000 each. Is _ that 


all? No! We could build a new 
library in every county and 
furnish each with books for 3 


billion and then we could build a 
new playground costing $150,000 
each for every county in our land. 
We could do all this for 16 billion, 
THE AMOUNT SPENT (WAST- 
ED IS BETTER) ON ONE 
YEAR’S GAMBLING. 


If a man worked three hundred 
days a year from the time of 
Christ until now (about two 
thousand years) and made $10,000 
a day, he would make only 6 billion 
dollars. If he worked four thou- 
sand years at $10,000 a day, he 
would still make 2 billion short 
of the amount spent on ONE 
YEAR’S gambling in the United 
States. 


Children should be taught they 
are to contribute something to 
the whole of life and not to try 
to “get all they can” out of life. 
Our materialism and selfish grasp- 
ing and emphasis on making 
money and educating to make 
money are responsible for a love 
for money that results in gam- 
bling. The dignity and honor of 


‘work should once more be taught 


children. Gambling is getting 
something for nothing. It is a 
sin. Teach them to resolve to be 
different. Cut out any sport or 
recreation that would lead to gam- 
bling. 

Hollywood is doing its share to 
teach gambling. Rev. Herbert J. 
Miles, my friend for several years, 
who wrote Movies and Morals, 
states in this excellent book: 

“The Hollywood way of life is 
revealed in the screen’s extensive 
promotion of gambling, drinking, 
dishonesty, crime, dancing and the 
use of cigarettes, until they have 
become national habits. 


“The survey shows 22 pictures 
displaying some form of gambling. 
(Mr. Miles, the author, made a 
survey of one hundred recent 
films). In twelve pictures the 
hero participated, and the heroine 
in four. Five pictures showed 
gambling in large gambling houses 
with many different kinds of de- 
vices; five showed gambling with 
cards; three at horse races; three 
at dice games; one while playing 
pool, and one in matching coins. 
Nine pictures showed the hero or 
heroine winning big stakes at 
gambling. 

“In one picture the hero was an 
underworld gangster-gambler who 
induced the heroine, a patriotic, 
civic-minded charity leader, to 
gamble on a large scale to raise 
money for war relief. The heroine 
and her charity helpers decided 
that gambling for & good cause 


was justified. The  heroine’s 
prudish old-fashioned grandfather 
objected and was ridiculed, 


elbowed aside and thrust into the 
background. Instead of being 
brought to. justice for his dis- 
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honesty and crimes, the draft 
dodging gangster was miade @ 
hero, Such pictures are purposely, 
and shrewdly designed to undere 
mine convictions that gambling is 
wrong. My files contain two 
newspaper articles proclaiming 
this picture with gambling as ita 
central theme ‘a grand success.’ ” 


These facts are taken from one 
hundred recent pictures and give a 
true picture of Hollywood's pro- 
motion of gambling. The movies 
teach gambling as right. Can 
you support them? There are 
many reasons the movies are sin- 
ful and why Christians should not 
attend, but this one reason just 
quoted ought to make you stop and 
your children stop attending. No 
wonder gambling is increasing 
from year to year when 85,000,000 
Americans attend the movies 
weekly. Do you want your chil- 
dren to think gambling is right 2 
Do you want your children per- 
haps to turn out to be gamblers? 
The movies are sinful. Christiang 
ought not to go! Christians ought 
mot to allow their children to at< 
tend. The movies teach gambling, 


Our government spent millions 
during the. war to send movies te 
the troops overseas and here at 
home. Our government also sent 
in one shipment 175,000 pairs of 
dice to our soldiers. The movies 
taught them, and the dice enabled 
them to gamble. What was the 
result? One example—and per- 
haps every reader could add many 
—from Philip Harkins’ article in 
THIS WEEK about a service man, 
‘The article states: 


“A Navy veteran who lost his 
nest egg at Las Vegas told this 
writer that he had the time of 
his life in the Nevada gambling 
town. ‘I knew the odds were 
against me,’ he said, ‘but once I 
started, I couldn’t stop. I had the 
thrill of a lifetime as I lost $3,500 
in one week: When I got back to 
Los Angeles, I realized’ that I had 
gone completely out of my head at 
Las Vegas. The atmosphere of 
the place, the hum of the roulette 
wheel, the click of the chips, the 
tension had a demoralizing, in- 
toxicating effect en me.’ Every 
neurotic gambler in the casino or 
at the racetrack knows the odds 
are against him.” 

Our beloved America has 
reached an all-time peak in gam- 
bling! Just before old Rome fell 
and lost her power, gambling was 
at a peak. When Egypt and Greece 
fell, gambling was rampant! We 
must take warning! We must 
pray! We must live out-and-out 
for Christ and say with the vo 
writer; 

My Jesus, I love Thee, I know 

Thou art mine; 
For Thee all the follies of sim 
I resign; 


My gracious Redeemer, my 
Saviour art Thou; 

If ever I loved Thee, my 
Jesus ’tis now.

Many of them were Phi Beta Kap- 
pas in their own right. Among 
them were some of the most bril- 
liant: young people I have ever 
met in all my life. 

One noon hour I put to about 
eighty of them this question: How 


many of you gave your hearts to/ 


Christ simply through your great 
love for God? There was not a 
single, solitary hand in the eighty 
to go up. 3 

Then I said, “All right, how 
many of you gave your hearts to 
Christ because you knew there 
was an awful Hell from which to 
flee and that without a Sin-bearer 
you would be eternally lost?” 
Every hand in the eighty went up. 


« The Certainty of Hell 

It does not matter two hoots 
what I think about it, but it mat- 
ters everything what Goqg says 
about it. So let me turn in the 
Word of God and simply quote 
from memory some of the passages 
that have to do with the certainty 
ef Hell. First of all, Psalm 9:17: 

“The wicked shall be turned 
nto hell, and all the nations that 
forget God.” 

Isaiah 33:14: 

“The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the 
hypocrites. Who among us shall 
@well with the devouring fire? 
who among us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings?” 

Matthew 5:22: 

“Whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause shall be 
fm danger of the judgment: and 
whosoever shall say to his broth- 
er, Raca, shall be in danger of 
the council: but whosoever shall 
pay, Thou fool, shall be in danger 
ef hell fire.” 

“And if thy hand offend thee, 
eut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hel, into 
the fire that never shall be 
quenched: Where their worm 
@eth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. And if thy foot offend 
@ree, cut it off: it is better for 
thee to enter halt into life, than 
having two feet to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall 
be quenched: Where their worm 
@ieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. And if thine eye of- 
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fénd thee, pluck it out: it is. bet- 
ter for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched.”—~Mark 9:43-48. 

“Be not afraid of them that 
kill the body, and after that have 
no more that they can do. But 
I will forewarn you whom ye shall 
fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast 
into hell; yea, I say unto you, 
Fear him.”—Luke 12:4-5. 

Again, 

“The Lord Jesus shall be re- 
vealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, In flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know not God, and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his power.”—II Thess. 
1:7-9. 

Again, in Revelation 14:9-11 we 
read concerning those who wor- 
ship the (Antichrist, that “the 
smoke of their torment ascend- 
eth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night, 
who worship the beast and his 
image.” 

Then, 
20:14, 15: 

“And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever 
was not found written in the book 
of life was cast into the lake of 
fire.”,—Rev. 20:14, 15. 

I have quoted to you from the 
Word of the living God. I believe 
it with every drop of bloog in me; 
and since I believe it, I believe in 
the awful certainty of Hell. 

The Awful Character of Hell 

What about the character of 
Hell? Well, first of all, it ip a 
place of torment. I hardly ever 
read Luke 16 concerning the rich 
man in Hell that some lunatic 
does not come to me and say, 
“Preacher, that isn’t the truth; 
Jesus was only speaking im a 
parable.” 

If I were to turn to this congre- 
gation and say, “A certain rich 
man made a feast,” you would 
say, “He is talking in a parable.” 
If I said, “A certain merchantman 
sold all that he had to get one 
pearl of great price,” you would 
say, “He is talking in a parable.” 
If I said to you, “A certain sower 
went forth to sow,” you would 
say, “He-is talking in a parable.” 

But if I said to you, “The other 
day when I was preaching in the 
city of Chattanooga, Tennessee, a 
man by the name of John Smith 
got saved,” you would say, “That 
is no parable. He.named the 
man; he is giving actual facts.” 

The Lord Jesus never named 
anybody in a parable. But im the 
sixteenth chapter of Luke he dis- 
tinctly names Lazarus. He says, 
‘This is no parable. I’m telling 
the gospel truth. There was a 
rich man who went te Hell, and 
there was a’ poor man named Laz- 
arus who escaped it because he 
had faith in God.’ 

I turn yet again. If Hell be 
not a place of torment, why should 
He say this: “Have not I chosen 
you twelve, and one of you is a 
devil? The Son of man goeth, as it 
is written of him: but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is 
betrayed!” (John 6:70); “good 
were ik for that man if he had 
never been born” (Mark 14:21). 
If Hell be only annihilation, what 
difference would it make to Judas 
whether he be born or not? If 
there be. not an awful place of 
torment, why should Jesus say, 
“Be not afraid of them that kill 
the body, and after that have no 
more that they can do. But I 
will forewarn you whom ye shall 
fear: Fear him which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast into 
hell.” It is a place of torment. 

Somebody cOmes to me with the 
King james Version of the Bible 
and gays, “Wait a minute. My 
Bible says in the Old Testament 
that a man’s goul went into the 
grave. If his soul went down into 
the grave, there is only annihila- 
tion. There is no feeling beyond 
death.” 

I answer that im the original 
Hebrew the word for soul is the 
word nephesh, if you are going to 


last of all, Revelation 


|mpell * im English, In my OK! 


Testamem & occurs gome seven/| 


hundred times, In those seven 
hundred times not once do I read 
of a person’s soul going down into 
the grave. The body goes into the 
grave; the soul never goes there. 

Again, we turn to the New 
Testament and take a look at the 
Greek word for soul, the word 
from which we get our words 
psychology, psychiatry and all the 
other “‘psych’s” that we have. We 
trace it through the New Testa- 
ment, and not once in connection 
with it do we read of a person’s 
soul going into the grave. 


When the Lord Jesus was on 
earth there were modernists just 
as there are today. They were 
called Sadducees in those days. 
They did not believe in the resur- 
rection, of course. One day they 
said, “We'll get Him.’ They came 
to Him and said, ‘Master, we want 
to ask you a question. There was 
a certain woman who got married. 
Her husband died. She married 
his brother and he died. She mar- 
rieqd another brother and he died. 
She married another brother and 
he died. She married another 
brother and he died. She married 
another brother and he died. She 
married another brother and he 
died. Then, last of all, the woman 
herself also died. Therefore, in 
the resurrection whose wife shall 
she be?’ The point of their ques- 
tion of course was this: ‘There 
ain’t no resurrection; let’s see you 
wriggle out of this!’ 

The Lorg Jesus turned to them 
and said: “Ye do err, not knowing 
the scriptures, nor the power of 
God. For in the resurrection they 
neither marry, nor are given in 
marriage, but are as the angels 
of God im heaven” (Matt. 22:29- 
30). 

Have you not read in the book 
of Moses how God spoke unto 
Moses out of the bush saying, “I 
am f[not, I was’] the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.” So 
God is not a God of the dead but 
of the living. 

When God spoke to Moses out 
of the bush, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob had been dead four hundred 
years. But Jesus said, “They are 
not dead; there is a living God for 
living men.’ 

With that in mind I turn yet 
again. Paul took his pen in hand 
and wrote in Philippians 1:23, 24: 
“T am in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to 
be with Christ; which is far better: 
Nevertheless to abide in the flesh 
is more needful for you.” 

Again, in II Corinthians 5:8 he 
tells us that ‘to be absent from the 
body is to be present with the 
Lord.’ Hell is not a place of 
annihilation! 

Well, some pseudo Greek scholar 

es and says to me: “Just a 
minute. There is a Hell, but it is 
only age long. The Greek word 
aionios never means eternal. It 
only means age long. Hell is a 
sort of purgatory where men suf- 
fer for an age and then everyone 
ig reconciled to God.” 

All right, we take the same 
Greek word aionios. We find it 
twice in one verse, the verse being 
Matthew 25:46: “And these shall 
go away into everlasting punish- 
ment: but the righteous’. into 
Mfe eternal.” It is exactly the 
game Greek word, letter for letter 
and syllable for syllable. If you 
are seeking to drown the fires of 
Hell you put out the music of 
Heaven with the same blast, be- 
eause the same Book that tells of 
one tells of the other. It is exactly 
the same word as used in John 3:16 
where we read that “God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
Heveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting lifé.” It is 
the same word used in Hebrews 
where we read that the Lord Jesus 
Christ “through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to 
God” (Heb. 9:14). Are you going 
to tell me that the Holy Spirit 
is only age-long in: His existence? 
Nonsense! Being God, He is 
eternal. And Hell is just as 
eternal as the nature of God. “And 
the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: 
and they have no rest day nor 
night, who worship the beast and 
his image” (Rev. 14:11). 

Somebody else says, “Wait a 
minute, you do not fully under- 
stand the doctriné. There are 
several words which in _ their 


original have an altogether dif- 


ferent meaning, and you call them 
Hell.” I had one fellow tell me 
that my mix-up was that I was 
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making the word Hell out of the 


he, “Gehanna was nothing put @ 
garbage dump outside the city of 
Jerusalem. There is nothing 
eternal in the nature of a garbage 
dump.” 

I gat down and wrote the gentle- 
man that the word Gehanna is 
used twelve times in the New 
Testament. In eleven ef those 
times it is used by the Lord Jesus. 
Fileven of those times it is used 
im connection with fire. Eight 
times I read of a man’s body going 
there, as well as his soul; And 
eight times I read of its being 
everlasting, with the same word 
that is used to spell everlasting 
life. My friends, that is enough 
to scare me so that I do not want 
to go there. 

We have seen the certainty of 
Hell. We- have seen the awful 
character of Hell. I wish I had 
time to discuss with you the 
erowds of Hell, and the cries of 
Hell. But I do not have. 

The Cross in the Way to Hell 

Let me come to my last point: 
the cross in the Way to Hell. 
Thank God, you and I do not need 
to go there! 

One day I picked up a news- 
paper and read that in Tennessee 
a section foreman had gotten up 
in the early morning hour when a 
virtual downpour was. coming 
down over the Tennessee Moun- 
tains. Feeling responsible for a 
large portion of track, he said, 
“I'd better go over it on my 
speeder and make sure that it is 
safe, lest the morning passenger 
train run into a landslide and be 
wrecked.” 

According to the paper, if it 
could be believed, as he rounded a 
corner in the Stygian darkness his 
speeder suddenly ran into a land- 
slide. He himself was knock un- 
conscious and his right arm 
broken. ? 

He regained consciousness, took 
out his railroad watch, saw that 
the passenger train was due from 
the other side of the slide in just 
a few moments. He climbed over 
the slide, stood on the other side, 
lighted his railroad lantern. As 
that train came thundering 
through the night, the engineer 
looked out, saw that red lantern 
swinging back and forth, put on 
his air brakes—and the train 
and the passengers were safe. 

Friends, listen! There is not a 
single, solitary person in this build- 
ing or listening in over the air 
who would ever blame that section 


foreman if that engineer had/| 


gone past that red danger signal 
and hurled himself and his train 
to destruction. Red means to 
stop, on any railroad in the world. 

I give to you this noon hour some- 
thing a million times more preci- 
ous than any red lantern. There 
is a cross in the path of every 
man listening to me right now. 
On that cross is the Son of God 
with His shed blood coming down. 
God so loved the world that He 
gave His Son for you. What more 
could He do? Love cannot coerce. 
Love cannot compel. It can ‘only 
plead. It can only weep. It can 
only suffer. It can only bleed its 
life away on a cross of shame. If 
you will take that sacrifice this 
hour ‘whosoever shall cajl upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved” (Rom. 10:13). But if you 
trample that blood under foot, 
there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sin.

Recently our attention was 
called to an article in a de- 
nominational periodical about 
the scarcity of ministers of the 
Gospel in a number of the 
leading denominations in Amer- 
ica. In 1900, for every 100,000 
Americans, there were 137 min- 
isters of the Gospel; in 1948, 
for every 100,000 Americans, 
there were only 104 clergymen. 
It is estimated that one denom- 
ination needs 2,000 additional 
ministers today.

This is written Friday, May 13. 
We are in the first week of a 
four week’s, city-wide campaign 
in Springfield, Missouri.

In 
the opening Sunday afternoon 
service there were’ twenty-nine 
ministers and twelve ministerial 
students present. In every Serv- 
ice since we have had numbers 
of pastors. I have had two lunch- 
eons with groups of pastors and 
their 
part. 


In these five days I have spok- 
en in three big schools, in two 
factories, before the Springfield 
Chamber of' Commerce, three 
times on the radio; have, at the 
invitation of ‘the chaplain, joined 
him in visitation in the, Veteran's 
Hospital, spoke at the Assembly 
of God Publishing House to 300 
employees,‘ and have had two 
luncheons with ministers. ° The 
large tent, 240 feet long (nearly 
a city block) is beautifully seat- 
ed. Crowds are steadily growing. 
Already people are coming from 
out of town, from as far as 129 
miles. 


Mr. Evarett Mills of Los An- 
geles is in charge of the music 
and children’s work. Already in 
the neighborhood of over 200 
children have made professions of 
faith in Christ in remarkable 
services. Brother Mills is doing 
good work with a large choir, as- 
sisted by an orchestra,

where to pray for this revival 
campaign which continues, God 
willing, through June 5. Then we 
have a few days for home, for a 
meeting of the board of _ the 
Northwestern Schools at Minne- 
apolis, and for the wedding of my 
daughter.

Prophecy Proves We Can 
Have Revival Now 


(Continueq from Page 2) 


Stalin! You do not know when 
Jesus is coming. You do not 
know that Israel’s organization 
had anything to do with it. That 
is not foretold in the Bible as a 
signpost. You do not know! So 
you ought not to Say. 

I do not-mind so mueh your be- 
ing a little fanatical about the 
Second Coming, provided it does 
not lead you to fold your hands 
and be defeated and whipped and 
quit trying to win souls. I mind 
it then! I say that then it is 
wicked. I think when anybody 
goes to use the Second Coming 
and prophetic teaching or dispen- 
Sational teaching as an excuse for 
not winrgig souls and not having 
revivals, that is-a perversion of 
Scripture which God .hates and 
which has done fundamental 
churches and congregations enor- 
mous harm. No, sir! You do not 
know! 


“The Last Days” Beginning 
at Pentecost Are Days 
of Revival 

“But” somebody says, “Brother 
Rice doesn’t the Bible say we are 
in the last days. Aren’t there 
Bible teachings and evidences that 
We are in the last days?” 

Yes, sir, there are, if you mean 
what the Bible means by “the last 
days.” The Bible teaches that a 
certain period called the last days 
began at Pentecost. In the second 
chapter of Joel, Joel said, “And 
it shall come to pass afterward, 
that I will pour.out my _ spirit 
upon all flesh” (Joel 2:28.) And 
When God’s power came at Pente- 
cost Peter stood up and said, “This 
is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel; And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and 
your old men shall dream dreams: 
And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they 
shall prophesy” (Acts 2:16-18). 
Then in verse 21 we are told: “‘And 
it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” 

A careful study of the second 
ehapter of Joel will show that the 
last days did not end at Pentecost, 
but only began, and that one of 
these days that prophesy will be 
fulfilled in its fullness, in its com- 
pleteness; but not yet. Oh, we are 
atill in those last days. 

What does that mean? It 
means that we are in the days of 
Pentecost. We are in the days of 
the pouring out of the Holy Ghost. 
We are in the days of great re- 
vivals. We are in the days when 
the Word of God can be preached 
in great power, in the days when 
God pours out His Spirit on 
servants and handmaidens who 
seek Him, in the days when “who- 
goever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” We are 
in the last days, that period of the 
Great Commission. We are in the 
last days, that period that began 
with the marvelous revival at 
Pentecost when the Spirit-filled 
disciples were commanded to carry 
the same gospel to every creature 
and when Jesus said, ‘The power 
will continue and the same 
promises will work, for, lo, I am 
with you alway, even to the end 
ef the world.’ 

Prophecy does not teach that 
we cannot. have great revivals. 
Rather, it shows that we can have 
great revivals now. 


A Greater Revival Than Ever 
Seen Before to Come Dur- 
ing Great Tribulation 

Wait a minute! You think re- 
vivals are over! You do not know 
your Bible. The greatest revivals 
foretold in the Bible have not yet 
begun. For example, in Revela- 
tion, chapter 7, I read of the great 
tribulation time. Verse 9 says, 
“After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man 
could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before 
the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands.” 

The angel said, ‘Do you know 
who these are?’ 

John said, “Sir, thou knowest.” 

The angel said, “These are they 


which come out of great tribula- 
tion, and have washed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb.” This is the great 
tribulation period after the rap- 
ture, and it will be marked by a 
great revival. 


Darkness? Yes! Persecution? 
Yes! Bloodshed? Sure! Every 
kind of terrible trouble for those 
left on the earth in the tribulation 
—that is true. But it is still true 
that an uncountable number, “a 
multitude, which no man could 
number of all nations and kindreds, 
and people, ang tongues,” will.be 
washed in the blood of the Lamb 
and brought out of that great 
tribulation time. 

Talk about revivals being over! 
We have not had the great re- 
vivals yet! 


Another Greater Revival 


Coming: All Jews Left 
Alive to Be Saved. 


Wait a minute! Another re- 
vival! Suppose the tribulation 


time is passed—then what? Then 
Christ comes and there is the 
battle of Armageddon, and then 
the setting up of the throne in 
Jerusalem. Then what? Oh, then 
in that fullness of time, in that 
time when “the fullness of the 


Gentiles be come in,” when the 
Lord Jesus shall appear to the 
nation Israel, they shall see Him 
as He comes to deliver them and 
they will say, “What are these 
wounds in thine hands?’’ the 
prophet Zechariah tells us in 
Zechariah 13:6, and Jesus will say 
sadly, “Those with which I was 
wounded in the house of my 
friends.” And they will become 
convinced that it is Jesus, their 
Saviour, their Deliverer, their Mes- 
siah so long rejected, standing be- 
fore them. The Scripture tells us in 
Zechariah 12:10 that the people; 
every family apart, ‘“‘shall mourn 
for him, as one mourneth for his 
only son, and shall be in bitterness 
for him, as one that is in bitter- 
ness for his firstborn.” Oh, when 
Jesus comes again! 

In Zechariah 13:1 we read that
